Election/Restrictions 



1. Claim 19 is allowable. The restriction requirement between species (a) through (h), as set 
forth in the Office action mailed on June 30, 2008, has been reconsidered in view of the 
allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821.04(a). The restriction 
requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the limitations of an 
allowable claim. Claims 23-26, 28, 30 & 32-36 are no longer withdrawn from consideration 
because the claims require all the limitations of an allowable claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is advised 
that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may 
be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application.

The prior art of record alone or in combination fails to teach or suggest: 

in claim 19, ". . .a base including a bottom portion, and a pair of supporting 
portions provided to stand on the bottom portion while being spaced apart in a direction 
of the optical axis, each of the supporting portions having a through hole in which the 
drive shaft is inserted; and a position detection portion detecting a position of the 
aberration correction lens in the drive shaft direction, the position detection portion 
including a magnetic field generation portion and a magnetic field detection portion 
disposed to be allowed to undergo displacement with respect to the magnetic field 
generation portion in the direction of the optical axis, one of the magnetic field 
generation portion and the magnetic field detection portion being arranged on the base 
and the other of the magnetic field generation portion and the magnetic field detection 
portion being arranged on the lens holder..." 

Claims 20 & 22-36 are dependent upon claim 19.
